Adhere the elements 
to the card front as shown, then 
add sequins and rhinestones.

3 Cut two 5.5x17cm pieces of 
white cardstock and affix to 
the two smaller front sections. 

4 Cut two 4.5x16cm pieces of 
patterned paper and secure 
over the white matts. 

5 Cut a 8x13.5cm piece of 
white cardstock then stamp 


and heat-emboss your sentiment. 
Attach to a 9x14.5cm piece of 
purple cardstock. Add glue to the 
left-hand side and stick onto the 
front half section as shown.

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Sarah shows us how to create stylish 
cards using the impressive watercolour 

stamping technique 



I love the look of watercolour 
painting but don’t have 
the skills to create my own 
artwork. However, it's easy to 
create watercolour effects with 
your stamps, and here I explore 
watercolour stamping with a range 
of inks, papers and techniques. 
The first choice is whether to use 
watercolour or regular stamping 
cardstock. I have tried both here 
and they both worked. However, 
the ink travels further when wet 
on the watercolour card. The 
stamping card is designed to 
‘grab’ the colour so won’t give as 


much of a soft and blurry finish, 
which can be perfect if you want 
to retain some definition to the 
finished image and more control 
over the process. The wet-on- 
wet technique works better on 
watercolour cardstock - this 
is where you spritz both the 
cardstock and the inked stamp 
with water so that both surfaces 
are wet when stamping. 

All of the water-reactive inks 
that I used worked really well - 
the main difference was how to 
apply them to the stamp. The 
watercolour markers give the 
most precise application and 
can be used to colour the stamp 
image, whereas the inkpads 
provide a looser application 
of colour. You can control the 
amount of water that you use. It 
is fun to try spritzing the stamp 
only, the card only or both, and 
watching the different effects.

2 Once dry, stamp the 
sentiment in black ink and 
clear heat-emboss. Die-cut the 
watercoloured image into a 
hexagon shape. 

3 Cut a square of white 

cardstock slightly smaller than 
the card blank and ink through 
the stencil lightly in blue and 
purple. Fade out towards the 
edges of the panel. 

4 Add some splatters to the 
panel using watered-down 
blue ink. 

5 Matt both the hexagon and 
the square card panel onto 
dark grey cardstock and adhere 
to the card front. 


Hello lovely

I lnk up the large 
floral stamp with 
different shades of 
purple and green. 

Spritz the stamp 
and place it on 
the watercolour 
cardstock. Repeat 
until you’re happy 
with the variation 
of colour and the 
watercolour effect.

4 Stamp and 
heat-emboss the 
sentiment with Rose 
Gold embossing powder 
on a separate piece of 
cardstock and cut out.

Alice in Wonderland is a favourite worldwide with adults 
and children alike, and here’s a bit more about its origins 



Alice’s Adventures in 
Wonderland, usually shortened 
to Alice in Wonderland, was 
written by Lewis Carrol (real 
name Charles Lutwidge 
Dodgson) in 1865. It tells the 
story of a young girl, Alice, who 
falls through a rabbit hole into an 
underground fantasy world full of 
unusual creatures. It’s a story that 
has always been hugely popular 
with adults and children alike, 
and is a perfect example of the 
literary nonsense genre. 


The novel has never been out of 
print, and has been translated 
into at least 97 languages. You’ll 


find imagery from the story on a 
plethora of products (see page 
53 for just a few examples), and 
it has been adapted countless 
times for stage and screen, 
most notably in the Disney film 
production from 1951. 


Even if you’re not overly familiar 
with the story yourself, you’re 
bound to know of some of 
its content: down the rabbit 
hole, the mad tea party and 
who stole the tarts are just three 
chapters that have made it into 
popular vernacular. 


Inspired by the ‘six impossible 
things’ in the story, this issue 
we’ve combined the iconic 
Alice imagery with an impossible 
card kit, allowing you to create 
your own impossible cards - 
and much more! ♦ 


The story saw the origin of some 
of literature’s most well-known 
characters, including Alice 
herself, the white rabbit, the 
Cheshire cat, the mad hatter, 
the march hare and the queen, 
king and knave of hearts. 


To say I'm in love with Alice 
in Wonderland would be 
an understatement; it's 
more of an obsession. It's 
one of only a handful of 
books that I go back to 
time and time again. 


I had both books, Alice in 
Wonderland and Through 
the Looking Glass, so 
working with the kit was 
lovely because it evoked 
warm memories. I thought 
it was really versatile. 


One of my favourite gifts 
is an illustrated Alice in 
Wonderland book my 
hubby gave me a few 
years back as a Christmas 
present, so I was thrilled 
to receive this card kit. 


This beautifully illustrated 
kit will evoke childhood 
memories.

I Cut white cardstock to 8” 
square and score at V 2 ”, VA”, 
VA” and TA” on all sides. 

Score at 2” and 6” down 
to the fourth score line you 


made on two opposite sides only. 
On the other two sides score at 
3” and 5” down to the second 
score line. 

Cut away the excess on the 
sides to create the basic 
shadow box card shape. 

On the sides you scored to 
the second score line, cut the 
diagonal from the box out. 

Fold all the score lines then, 
on the longer sides, bend in 
and glue to make up. Repeat on 
the other side. 


6 Make up the last two sides, 
adding glue to the small tabs 
and under the diagonals you 
made to hold in place. 

Print out one of the 
downloadable patterned 
papers and cut out a square to 
cover the inside of the box. 

Cut a 6 7 /8x4 5 /s” piece of 
cardstock and score at VAe” 
and 3 13 /V’ on the short side and 
at 3” and 3 13 /V’ on the long side. 
Cut out the small middle 
sections from the top and 


bottom away from the spine. 
Cover the sides with 
more patterned paper 
and cut or punch thumb holes 
along the sides.

Concertina-fold the 
card, glue the ends together 
and adhere around the tub to 
create the cupcake base. 

3 Print out double-sided 
patterned paper. Cut two 
strips just over half the size of 
the width of the tub, two strips 
3 /4"-1” smaller and one strip 
smaller again. Concertina-fold 
all the strips. 

4 Stick the ends of the larger 
strips together and glue to 
a circle scrap to form a rosette 


shape. Make a 
rosette with the 
smaller strip. 

5 Cut one of the 
medium-sized 
strips in half and 
repeat to make the 
rosette using only 
one and a half strips. 

6 Cut a circle of 
cardstock to 
fit on top of the 
cupcake tub and 
attach to the tab you 
made to create the 
lid. Add another tab 
on top to help with 
lifting the lid. 

7 Glue and stack 
the three rosettes 
together, adding 
height with extra 
cardstock, 3D foam 
pads or 3D glue gel.

Flip 
to the short side with the smaller 
score line at the bottom and 
score at 2 V 2 ” right through and 
at 1” in the second and fourth 
spaces from the top. 

2 Cut off the excess along the 
long side to the IOV 2 ” score 
line, up the score lines for each 
space to the score line along the 
short side.

3 Cut a 3 x 3 /4” window in the 
main body of the dispenser 
coming %” up from the score 
line and within the third panel.

Sarah Gray tells us all about her style and 
her own craft brand, Funky Fossil Designs 




Tell us a bit about yourself 
- how long have you been 
crafting? What led you 
to crafting? What is your 
preferred cardmaking style? 

I have been crafting for well 
over a decade now (I decided 
to stop counting at 10 years!).

It is 
so varied - from designing, to 
working with other designers, 
making the products, creating 
cards/projects and promoting 
them through social media etc - 
there is always a new part of the 
business that I need to learn!

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Create cards that really stand out from 
the crowd with Teresa’s in-depth guide 
to creating window gatefold cards 


C reating cards with fancy 
folds elevates your 
card making to a new 
level. I know that I am always 
on the lookout for ideas for 
creating cards that are a little 
bit different and that give me 
the opportunity to use lots of 
varying embellishments. Perfect 
for special occasions as well 
as everyday greetings cards, 
these window gatefold designs 
certainly have the ‘wow’ factor. 
With just some simple nesting 
shaped dies, you can create 
elegant cards with lots of detail 


and dimension. These can 
be decorated on the inside 
as well as the outside, you 
can add belly band closures 
if you choose to, and there 
are so many options 
for embellishing. 

Here I will show you how 
to create a basic card with 
step-by-step photos. Each 
card is made from two separate 
pieces, attached together at 
the back. All the card bases 
here are created in the same 
way, but using different shaped 
dies. Then each card project has 
additional ideas for decoration 
and embellishment using 
stamps, embossing folders, 
die-cuts and more. Whether 
you are looking for fun birthday 
cards or glamorous wedding 
designs, these window gatefold 
cards are sure to be a hit with 
your recipients.

Step by step 

I Cut two 5 3 /4xir/ 2 pieces of 
white cardstock to create a 
window gatefold card, using a 
hexagon die to cut the aperture 

2 Cut a 5” square of dark 
pink cardstock and die-cut 
a hexagon from the centre. 
Emboss and cut in half. Attach 
the two pieces to the front of 
the card. 

3 Die-cut some smaller 
hexagons from pale pink 
and lilac cardstock. Layer 
them together and attach 
inside the card, lining up 
with the hexagon aperture. 

4 Die-cut a smaller hexagon 
from white cardstock 
and stamp the sentiment 


and leaves using clear embossing 
ink. Heat-emboss with gold 
embossing powder and colour 
the leaves with pencils. 

5 Attach the stamped hexagon 
inside the card using 3D foam 
pads, then add gems to finish. 



You make my 
heart happy 

Step by step 

1 Create a window gatefold card 
blank from pale pink cardstock, 
using a heart die to create the 
aperture. 

2 Cut a 3%x11” piece of white 
cardstock and score at 5W’ to 
create a folded insert. Position 
inside the window gatefold card 
blank and lightly sketch around 
the aperture so you know where 
to position the flowers. Remove 
the insert and glue the flowers in 
place, then erase the pencil line. 

3 Attach the insert inside the 
gatefold card using double¬ 
sided tape. 

4 Stamp the sentiment onto 
white cardstock and trim. 

Cut a 1x9” strip of dark pink 
cardstock. Attach the sentiment 
to the middle then score and fold 
the strip to create a belly band 
for the card. Use double-sided 
tape to stick the ends together 
at the back. Slide over the card 
to keep it closed.

Step by step 

1 Create a window gatefold 
card using the step-by-step 
guide (right). 

2 Stamp small and large stars 
randomly over the card front 
as shown. 

3 Cut a piece of white cardstock 
to fit inside the back of 
the card blank and stamp a 
sentiment through the aperture. 

4 Create a star mask by 
die-cutting a star from a 
scrap of cardstock. Place the 
mask on the insert, ensuring it 
lines up with the aperture in the 
card front, and use a blending 
brush to apply Worn Lipstick 
Distress Oxide Ink around the 
edges to frame the sentiment. 




I Cut an A4 piece of yellow 
cardstock in half. Take each 
piece and score and fold in half. 
Score and fold back one side 
of each at the halfway point to 
create a Z-fold. 


2 Trim off a narrow strip from 
one piece of cardstock 
to allow the two pieces to fit 
together neatly. 


Take one piece of cardstock, 
line the die up centrally on 
the first fold and tape in place. 
Pass through your die-cutting 
machine. 




4 Reassemble the two halves 
of the card and position the 
die on the second side, lining up 
with the first cut. Tape in place 
on the second side. 


5 Open up the card and make 
the second cut. 


6 Stick the two sides together 
at the back using double¬ 
sided tape.

Step by step 

1 Create a window gatefold 
card blank from white 
cardstock, using a circle die 
to cut the aperture. 

2 Die-cut the wreath and floral 
elements from coloured 
cardstock and arrange around 
the circular window. Use glue and 
3D foam pads to attach and layer 
the elements. Carefully snip the 
wreath where it crosses the join 
of the two sides. 

3 Cut a piece of pale pink 
cardstock to line the inside 
of the card blank. Stamp the 
sentiment onto white cardstock 
and die-cut into a circle. Matt 
onto a larger circle of lilac 
cardstock and affix inside using 
3D foam pads.

Step by step 

I Cut two 4x8” pieces of purple 
cardstock and create a square 
window gatefold card, using a 
circle die to create the aperture. 

2 Cut a 3 3 / 4 ” square of white 
cardstock and use the Wreath 
Builder template and stamps 
to create a floral frame. Secure 
inside the card blank. 

3 Die-cut a circle of vellum, and 
smaller circles of dark pink 
and white cardstock. Stamp the 
sentiment and frame onto the 
white circle, then matt onto the 
dark pink and vellum circles. 

4 Cut a 1x9” strip of yellow 
cardstock and attach the 
circles to the centre using 3D 
foam pads. Score and fold the 
strip to create a belly band and 
stick the ends together at the 
back. Slide over the card.

Shine bright 


You’ll need 

► First Edition Free Spirit 
12x12” paper pad 

► Blackberry Bliss 
Stampin’ Up! cardstock 

► 3D foam pads 

Step by step 

1 Create a 5”-square card 
blank from Blackberry Bliss 
cardstock, then open up the card 


and cut a slit down each side 
that is 1” from the side of the 
card and starts 1” from the top 
and stops 1” from the bottom. 
Score each of the V’-wide 
panels at 1” and 2” from 
the bottom of both the front 
and back of the card. Create 
a mountain fold on the first 
of each of the score lines 


and a valley fold on the second. 
This will create a centre stepper 
card blank. 

Cut out one of the toppers 
from the paper pad and 
attach this to the top of your 
centre panel, leaving a narrow 
border around the outside. 

Cut two 3 /4 x 2 3 /4” strips 
of patterned paper and 


attach these to the side 
panels of the card. 

Cut out some stones 
from the paper pad and 
secure them to the centre 
panel, ensuring they overlap 
the topper, then add more 
along the bottom of the card, 
using glue for some and 3D 
foam pads for the rest.

I Cut Melon Mambo cardstock to 
10x5” and score it at IVi" and 
T/i along the long side to create 
a gatefold card blank. 

2 Cut a 4%”-square piece of 
patterned paper and cut it in 
half, sticking one piece on each 
side of the card front so they 
meet in the middle. 

3 Use one of the circle dies to 
cut out a sentiment topper 
from the paper pack, and 
another one to cut the centre out 
of the topper, separating the pink 
frame from the central image. 

4 Stick one half of the frame to 
the left-hand side of the card 
front and one half of the central 
image to the right-hand side. 



Leaving a narrow border around the outside of your 
sentiment when you cut it out helps it to stand out 
against the card and also makes it easier to cut out

Cut out six feathers from

4 Stamp and heat-emboss a 
sentiment onto Blackberry 
Bliss cardstock and cut out, 


leaving a narrow border around 
the words. Add this across the 
feathers to finish.

I Cut a 5V2X5” piece of 
Blackberry Bliss cardstock and 
score at Vi’ on the longest side 
to create a small flap. Cut a 5” 
square of acetate and attach it to 
the front of the flap, creating a 
card with an acetate front and a 
Blackberry Bliss back. 

2 Cut two tile panels measuring 
5” wide from patterned 
paper, trimming along the tiles 
with your scissors to create a 
fancy edge. Place one of the 
panels at the top and one at the 
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bottom of your card, with 
the fancy edges pointing 
into the centre. 

Stamp and heat-emboss a 
sentiment onto a strip of 


Blackberry Bliss cardstock. Add 
this across the bottom tile panel 
using 3D foam pads. 

Cut out an elephant image 
and use 3D foam pads to 


attach its legs to the card, 
taking care to ensure that 
you can’t see the 3D foam 
pads when you open the card. 





Affix the patterned paper with Washi tape to the front 
of the card before you cut the hole through the card 
front, to ensure it is in the same place on both layers

1 Create a 6”-square card blank 
from Melon Mambo cardstock. 
Cut out three of the Buddha 
images from the paper pack, 
cutting the full image once, 



then cutting the background off 
the second image, and cutting 
the background and the leaves 
behind the Buddha off the third 
image. Stack them together 
with 3D foam pads to create a 
decoupage image. 

3 Cut a 5Va" square of patterned 
paper, then die-cut a circle in 
the centre of this and the card 
front, large enough to fit the 
Buddha inside. 

4 Use the next-biggest circle 
die from the set to cut around 
the circle you have already cut 
in the patterned paper, then add 
it to the card front, creating a 
Melon Mambo frame around the 
circle aperture. 

5 Cut a 5 3 / 4 ” square of 
pearlescent paper from 
the paper pack and stick this 
inside the card. Add the Buddha 
decoupage topper to the inside 
of the card, ensuring it sits 
centrally in the aperture when 
you close the card. 

6 Cut 10 flowers from the 
buddha paper and use 3D 
foam pads to add them around 
the aperture on the front of the 
card. Finish each flower with a 
Jewel Drop in the centre.

3 Cut out an elephant topper 
and matt onto Blackberry 
Bliss cardstock. Place 3D foam 
pads on the bottom half of 


the topper and attach it to the 
bottom half of your card front, 
leaving the top half free to move. 

4 Cut a 5”-wide panel of tile- 
patterned paper and stick 
across the bottom of the inside 
of your card. 

5 Stamp and heat-emboss a 
sentiment onto a strip of 
Blackberry Bliss cardstock. Add 
this across the tile panel using 3D 


foam pads to create 
a stopper for your easel

After adding the 
patterned paper to 
the front of the card, 
ensure you fold the easel 
over before the glue dries. 
This will stop it splitting and 
create a nicer finish

I Trim pink cardstock to 10x7 
and follow the instructions 
on the board for the medium¬ 
sized bag. Fold the score lines 
and glue the bag together. 

2 Stamp the leaf images all 
over green cardstock and 
colour in. Trim to cover the 
bag front and back, leaving 
narrow borders. 

3 Stamp the outline of 
the flower, followed by 
the full stamp in light yellow, 
then stamp the detailed 
image with the darker 
yellow ink. 

4 Use the flower die 
to cut it out. Repeat 
with the leaves, but colour 
with a marker. Repeat with 
a pink flower. 

5 Stamp the sentiment 
onto cardstock, trim into 
a banner and assemble all 
on the top of the box. 

6 Die-cut two layering 
circles and glue to the 
front. Arrange the flowers, 
leaves and sentiment onto 
the circles as shown, then 
add ribbon handles.

I To make the box base, trim 
pink cardstock to 6” square 
and score at 2” on all sides. 

2 For the lid, trim pink 
cardstock to 4” square and 
score at 1” on all sides. Fold the 
score lines, snip into the corners 
and glue together. 

3 Glue a narrow strip of blue 
around the bottom edge of 
the lid, then stamp the outline of 
the flower, followed by the full 
stamp in light pink. 

4 Stamp the detailed image 
with darker pink ink and 
die-cut. Repeat with the leaves, 
colouring as desired. 

5 Stamp the sentiment onto a 
strip of cardstock, trim into a 
banner and assemble all of the 
elements on the top of the box 
to finish.

3 Stamp the sentiment 
in the top corner of the 
blue panel and assemble 
the flower and leaves into 
the opposite corner.

I ln your image-editing 
software, resize the dog to 
approximately 12cm tall, then 
copy and paste several times to 
make decoupage layers. Resize 
a heart to roughly 5.5cm tall x 
6cm wide, a ‘Friends furever’ 
tag to 11.5cm wide and a rose 
to approximatetly 7cm long 
including a leaf. Copy and paste 
the rose for a decoupage layer 
and type a sentiment to fit into 
the heart. Print out all elements 
and two patterned papers. 

2 With dark pink A4 cardstock 
in the landscape position, find 
the centre on the long edge and 
make a mark 5.5cm down from 
the top. Repeat from the bottom 
then cut a 10cm straight line 
between the scored lines. 

3 Find the centre of the left- 
hand panel, then mark and 
score down 5.5cm from the top. 
Cut a straight line from the end 
of this line to the end of the cut 
line and repeat from the bottom. 
Fold the card in half then fold 
again on the second set of the 
scored lines; the centre will pop 



up, giving a shaped 
easel card blank. 

Cut a 14x9cm piece of 
patterned paper for the 
centre of the card and two 
6.5x5cm panels for the sides, 
then fix into place on the easel 
section. Wrap ribbon around the 
card front, adhering into place in 
the centre of the left-hand panel, 
then position a bow over the join. 
Attach the heart at a jaunty 
angle using 3D foam pads. 
Add the wording using 3D foam 
pads and secure to the card 
front, again using 3D foam pads 


and place over the ribbon 
on the right-hand panel. 

Cut patterned paper slightly 
smaller than the easel base. 
Thread ribbon through the 
sentiment tag and arrange 
centrally on the paper, using a 
double layer of 3D foam pads. 
Fasten the ribbon ends on the 
reverse and layer onto the easel 
card base, leaving a narrow 
border all around. 

Cut out the dog, leave a 
narrow white border all 
around, then add the decoupage 
layers using 3D foam pads. Fix to 






the centre panel, also using 3D 
foam pads. Cut leaves from the 
second rose and layer together 
using 3D foam pads. Decorate 
the centre with gems and glitter 
and affix to the bottom left of 
the sentiment tag.

19.5x4.5 and ribbon 
strip to 19.5cm long. 

3 Matt and layer the papers 
onto the card front as shown, 
covering the overlapping 
patterned papers with the 
ribbon strip. Attach the photo 
corner using 3D foam pads. 

4 Cut out the dog tags. 

Decoupage the dogs’ 
heads, leaving off the ears 
and collars. Punch a hole in 
the top and add a thread bow, 
then fix to the card front using 
3D foam pads. 

5 Arrange a sentiment tag 
at a jaunty angle, then use 
a 3D foam pad in the centre and 
a dab of tacky glue at each end 
to secure to the card front. Cover 
the tag holes with gems.

matt onto a slightly larger red 
rectangle. Decoupage the dog 
layers using 3D foam pads. Run a 
line of glue around the edges of 
the white rectangle and sprinkle 
with glitter. 

Cut out and decoupage the 
flowers, adding glitter to the 


centres. Cut out the sentiment, 
leaving a white border all around, 
then matt onto red paper and 
run a line of glue around the 
edges of the white rectangle. 
Sprinkle with glitter. 

Take a 14cm piece of lace 
and run tacky glue down the 
straight edge, before fixing to the 
card front 3cm in from the left-

Die-cut a 
second sentiment base from 
acetate and the sentiment 
from black cardstock. 

5 Use black 3D foam tape 
to layer the sentiment 
onto the acetate base, then 
again onto the gold glitter 
base. Affix the sentiment 
and champagne flutes to 
the card front. 

6 Embellish with 
raindrops to finish.

sentiment tag. The background 
papers and additional toppers 
are all from the Acorn Wood 
double-sided paper pad. I covered 
the card with one of the papers 
and with the second layer I divided 
it into four random shapes.
